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Grammar School and Almshouses, in Church 
Street stands King Edward’s Grammar School, where the 
boy Shakespeare was educated; the school buildings 
adjoin the Chapel of the Holy Cross. The Grammar 
School was founded in 1482 by Thomas Jolliffee, a Stratford 
man, and refounded by the King in 15=13. The Almshouses 
here were founded by Edward VI. for twenty-four poor 
men and women. 
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
